Ans. Profess to feel very much for sinners 
but never pray for them, nor preach against 


They 
hate all the details of the system ns bad hs j 
I do. Indeed it takes n good man to hat" 
the elements of evil any where; and all! 
good men do hate those elements, in all ca¬ 
ses. They fear to go into the abolition 
movement: 

(1.) Because they fenr that they shall 
pull up the wheat with ihe tares. They 
believe that white slavery, as a system, is 
bad, nominal slaveholders are often very 
good men, and ihey hate to raise a tirade 
of indiscriminate abuse upon the Lord’s 
anointed. 

(2.j They fear the results of party ac¬ 
tion upon this subject. They fenr the 
spirit and effect of unsanctioned reform.— 
They dare not leani to put themselves into 
the harness, in any shape, for fear they 
shall get run away with. They say, sla¬ 
very is not more to be deprecated than 
that stuie of things which must result from 
the success of those influences that are 
used to put it down. 

(3.) They say they do not see how the 
anti-slavery machinery is going to uffect 
the South favorably. In this, no doubt, 
most are honest. It is not in accords 
say they, with the great principle of mind 
ntid morals, to be convinced and persuad¬ 
ed by violent nnd denunciatory means — 
And they ask how we reconcile our politi- 
cnl position with our professed love for the 
Union. They say you profess to be Anti 
no-guvcrnmcitl men, and yet would cut the 
bonds of the Union, virtually, by disfran¬ 
chising the South; or which is the same 
in effect, your making slaveholdersineligi 
hie to office. Carrying out our elementa¬ 
ry principle at tho North, would be, say 
tiiey, to break the faith of tho Union. Ii 
would he swerving from the great funda¬ 
mental loll of equal rights. 

(4.) They say that ihe abolition idea of 
inciting the slaves to leave their masters, 
is a union-splitting affair; and without de¬ 
ciding the abstract question of right and 
wrong hi the thing, they ask us to reconcile 
one sell antagonism, of pleutling to he re¬ 
garded as the friend of lliu Union, and, at 
the same lime advocating principles winch, 
generul in their application and extent, in 
the non shivehuldiug States, would sun¬ 
der ihe Union, They ask us what we in¬ 
tend to accomplish, by the ballot box. Shi¬ 
very, they affirm, is not a daughter of the 
Union, being its senior, and not created 
by natural law. The Constitution being 
free from it,—bow con n national party, 
wen ill power, of itself effect it. And de¬ 
liver us, any they, from the race of n po¬ 
litical excitement that must Inst till this lit¬ 
tle party shall come into power—power to 
do nothing, constitutionally, to nholish sla¬ 
very in the aggregate save in a little square 
whose centre lie* within one hour’s ride ol 
where tho law of Emancipation would 
touch no one; mid where, m one hour, uriy 
slave would he sent. Now, that men may 
be sincere and honest in these views is 
very possible—is, indeed, undoubted.— 
And though they may vote slavery from 
their head nnd lienrts, yet they may fuel 
thut the dilemma of a position of apparent 
nculrnlity is ji rule ruble to that nf a full j 
committal to abolition sentiments. Tho’ 1 
honestly difler from them in some of the 
essential points above named, yet I know 
that great injustice is done to the eleigv ns 
touching this question.

We w 
the full persuasion that battling is too 
ally neglected in the country—eithe 
want of thought upon its importance, or want 
of convenience lor its enjoyment; but with ,i 
little trouble such convenience might be pro¬ 
vided, wherever there is a good pump, or yet 
better where there is a copious spring of wa¬ 
ter. The facilities should not only b«afforded 
but those who have charge of families should 
make it a point to see that they are availed of, 
hy every member under hie control. Ask the 
laboring man, him who labors with mind 
body, and wlm is accustomed tu being daily, 
or very frequently refreshed wilh the shower 
or plunging hath, what would induce him to 
forego ii? Rising in the morning exhausted 
and languid from the effects ol oppressive 
heal, he comes out from his bath invigorated 
and capable of thinking si, much closer, and 
working with so much more alertm 
satisfaction that lie would much sn< 
linquinh one meal a day than give up his 
bath! He only who habitually enjoys it 
estimate the privation when no means ur 
lie had for the indulgence. 

TIiosh w ho linve most studied the art of 
preserving health dwell upon cleanliness of\ 
the person, as next ill importance to he 
sidered alter air and food.

The keel of this truly splendid vessel was 
laid on ihe 12ih of January at New York— 
she was launched on ihe 5th of April, and arri¬ 
ved nt this port on the 18th of June. She is 
207 feet long on deck, 28 feet 4 inches wide, 
10 feet deep anil measures about 500 tons.— 
The frame anil planking of her hull is of 
oak, she is copper fastened in the most sub¬ 
stantial style, and finished off, outside and in, 
with surpassing neatness and beamy. 

The machinery, furnaces, &e. nre on the 
main deck, which leaves her clear below fore 
ami aft. The wheels are 28 feet in diameter, 
with bucke’ts, or floats 7 feet long, nml wide 
in proportion. The cylinder is 40 inches nml 
the engine has 11 feet stroke. Her machine¬ 
ry, which was manufactured by Messrs. T. 
F. Seeor & Co. of New York, contains all 
the latest improvements, among which is Ste¬ 
ven’s patent “cut off.” 

The cabins ure magnificent, ant! are splen¬ 
didly fitted up. The gentlemen's cabin, 
which is below, extends the whole length ot 
the vessel, (excepting a steward's room which 
is forward across the bows,) and is fitted 
wilh berths on both sides, which are furni-hed 
with as much taste os the beds of any hotel 
in the country. Besides the stationary berths 
for gentlemen, which number over 140,—if 
required, as many more cot berth* could be 
rigged al a few inmutes notice. The lower 
cabin is painted white, is very lofty and airy, 
and has several stairways of communication 
with the main deck. 

The ladies’ cabin is on the main deck aft, 
and contains 48 stationary berths, with all the 
conveniences ofthe lower cabin lor arrang¬ 
ing cot beds &.<•. Besides the cabins she bus 
19 elegant state-rooms. 

The cabins and stute-rooms are richly car 
peted, anti ure also furnished with every re 
quisiie to rentier passengers comfortable. 

Her blowers, we understand, nre of a nev 
construction, and when in use make no noise 
When in proper trim she floats on an evei 
keel and draws 6i feel of water.

Horrible Atrocities by the French 
ria —301) Human Beings attacked by Firt 
cave!— 600 men and women destroyed!!— 
The most awful event that has occurrutl iu 
modern limes, is related by the official journ¬ 
al of Algiers. 

Ihe Akhtnir of Algiers, ofthe 5th July, has 
the following from Orieansville: 

‘•There hus just occurred in the Dabara, 
one of those terrible events, which deeply 
afflict those who witness them, even when 
convinced of their frightful nece»siiy, anil 
when they nre justified in declaring that eve¬ 
rything possible was done to prevent the ca¬ 
tastrophe. It is known that the corps <io>n- 
mumlcd by Colonels Pelissier, St. Arnnud, 
and tl’Adtniiuuli have been carrying on com¬ 
bined operations in the west. Colonel Ptlis- 
sior was busy in pursuing tbu Ouled Kipl.s, 
who have never yet submitted, as they live in 
immense caverns, where it would he inatJiiess 
for the troop* to enter. On the 18ib of June, 
finding ihmiselvos closely pursued, the Otifeil 
Kinlts flew to their usual pluce ol refuge.— 
After having surrounded tho caverns, some 
faggots were lighted and thrown by the French 
troops before the entrance. After this detn- 
oustratiou, which wui inadu to convince the 
Arabs that the Freiielytad the power, if they 
pleased, of auflboltiitg- t h ou* In their biding 
places, I lie colonfil "threw io letters offering to 
ibcrn life and lilicriy if they would surrender 
their arms mid their horses. At first they re¬ 
fused, but subsequently they replied they 
would consent if the French troops vvotilil 
withdraw. This condition was considered 
inadmissible, and more burning faggots were 
thrown. A great tumult now arose, and it 
was known afterwards that it arone from s 
discussion as to whether there should bo u sur¬ 
render or not. The party opposed to n sur¬ 
render carried their point, and a few of t| )c 
minority made their escape. Colonel Pelis¬ 
sier, wishing to spare the lives of thnat, who 
remained in the cuvern, sent some Arabs to 
them to exhort them to surrender. They re¬ 
fused, and some women, who did not partake 
of the savage fanaticism of the majority at¬ 
tempted to fly, but their husbands and’rela¬ 
tions fired upon thorn to prevent their escape 
from the martyrdom winch they bail them¬ 
selves resolved to suffer. Colonel Polissiet 
then suspended the throwing of the burning 
faggots, and sent a French officer to hold a 
parley with the Ouled Rinhs, but his me*st»n- 


Magnktic TelegbAP tt. —Hon. F. O. 
Smith delivered an explanatory Address 
tbissuhject, in Lowell, on Wednesday eve¬ 
ning of last week, in aid of the contemplated 
establishment of a telegraphic line from Bos¬ 
ton to Concord, through Lowell. 

A sketch uf his remarks is given in the 
Lowell Courier; and many ofthe facts slated 
are extremely curious. The speed, especial¬ 
ly, with which intelligence is transmitted, is 
astonishing' He stated that “it has been com¬ 
puted that the speed by which intelligence is 
passed on the magnetic wire, is at the rule 
of two hundred and eighty-eight thousand 
miles in a second; and that, as the eurth was 
hut about twenty-live thousand miles in cir¬ 
cumference, u wire, if passed eleven limes 
round the earth, in a second of time, a mes¬ 
sage could be sent eleven times round the 
earth.” 

“He said that a line of Telegraphs was al¬ 
ready contracted for, and would in u fetv 
months be completed, connecting the city of 
Washington with the city of Boston. On this 
great line eight wires would be laid; uml be 
said, by it tbu President’s message could be 
transmitted lo Boston, from Washington, in 
huff an hour after it was known in Washing¬ 
ton. Hu said, if it made eight columns, the 
whole eight wires could be employed ut one 
mid the same time in transmitting the docu¬ 
ment to New York, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
and all the intermediate towns on the route, 
and with the most perfect accuracy, even to 
fractions of figures.” 

He stated thut the characters in which the 
telegraph writes, limy be learned by any one 
m half an liour, so us lo translate them; uml 
that a correspondence may, nevertheless, be 
carried on by means of it, so that none but 
those lo whom it is uddressed, shall be ublu to
